1. In response to the examiner's request to submit an amendment to the specification 
identifying the related reissue applications, a comprehensive amendment to correct defects in the 
amendment format of previous amendments, and the request for a supplemental reissue 
declaration, applicant has submitted all of the required paperwork, as of May 19, 2006. 

2. Additionally, the Office required a new terminal disclaimer and a new oath. The 
applicant has submitted tjiese requirements as of June 13, 2007 and December 6, 2007, 
respectively ,

patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of any Patent 
granted on the application number of 10/815,193 has been reviewed and is accepted. The

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest a mechanism for moving the image pickup device between the first and 
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second position, wherein the moving mechanism moves the image pickup device to the first 
position when the photographic lens is moved from the retracted position to the photographing 
position, and moves the image pickup device to the second position when the photographic lens 
is moved from the photographing position to the retracted position. 

Regarding claims 14 and 23, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to 
teach or reasonably suggest a camera capable of moving the barrel along an optical axis between 
and including a plurality of photographic positions and at least one position in which no 
photograph can be taken and positioning all of the optical elements along the optical axis when 
the barrel is in all of the plurality of photographing positions, and positioning at least one optical 
elements out of the optical axis and another of the optical elements along the optical axis, such 
that at least a portion of the aforementioned optical elements are located along a common place 
perpendicular to the optical axis, when the barrel is in a position in which no photograph can be 
taken.
